FOREWORD 


To  borrow  a  phrase  from  the  textbooks,  Mr.  Hubbard's  collection  might 
be  described  as  representing-  to  a  fair  degree  "The  Golden  Age  of 
Mahogany"  which,  as  is  well  known,  commenced  with  the  Chippendale  era 
of  1740-50.  Mr.  Hubbard  makes  no  claim  to  be  a  learned  anticiuarian ;  he 
is  a  practical  American  business  man,  partner  in  the  firm  of  Hubbard  & 
Eagleston,  of  Baltimore,  and  one  whose  taste  may  be  gauged  by  the  objects 
with  which,  years  ago,  he  set  out  to  furnish  a  delightful  home  on  the  out- 
skirts of  that  city.  In  this  he  was  fortunately  able  to  obtain  from  the 
well  known  J.  J.  Gilbert  Collection  of  Baltimore  most  of  the  important 
pieces  in  this. catalogue,  some  of  which  are  illustrated  in  Lockwood,  Morse, 
and  Britten,  and  other  pieces  from  the  Richard  A.  Canfield  Collection  and 
from  the  W.  W.  Smith  Collection  of  Hartford. 

The  collection  is  necessarily  small  because,  as  before  stated,  it  repre- 
sents the  furnishings  of  a  home  in  the  Colonial  style  which  was  lived  in 
and  not  regarded  as  a  museum.  To  enumerate  here  all  the  fine  pieces 
would  be  too  lengthy  an  undertaking  and  would  comprise  the  majority  of 
the  numbers  listed  in  the  catalogue.
